The recent USDA seven- 
state Cattle-On-Feed 
report's placement figure 
of 114% of a year ago ap¬ 
pears negative for cattle 
feeders but is deceptive, 
cash analysts told CNS. 

Placements of 114%, 
compared with the 98.6 
average of pre-report 
estimates, were "surpris¬ 
ing, ’' the sources said. 
Most analysts said the 
placement figures will be 
considered bearish to the 
cattle feeding industry in 
the long-term while the 
report's marketing figures 
will be friendly for near- 
term prices. 

Joe Kroph, analyst with 
Livestock Business Ad¬ 
visory Services Inc., said 
the trade will consider the 
figures bearish for June 
futures. However, the 
number placed in January 
was not excessive consider¬ 
ing that placements were 
light in January 1981, he 
said. 

Tom Tippens, analyst 
with Professional Cattle 
Consultants Inc., agreed 
the placement figure is 
somewhat deceiving. The 


figures indicate Texas, 
Iowa and Colorado were 
the only states where more 
cattle were placed than 
marketed, he said. 

Many cattle in Texas and 
Iowa were forced off corn¬ 
stalks or oat and wheat 
pasture because of bad 
weather," Tippens said. 
"AIbo, many of those 
placed were lighter weights 
and may be put back on 
pasture in the spring. Since 
weight distribution of the 
cattle placed is good, 
marketings will be spread 
over several months." 

The report also shows 
marketings of 100% of a 
year ago and cattle-on-feed 
of 94%, compared with 
analysts' pre-report 
averages of 98,6 and 91.5, 
respectively. 

The marketing figure 
shows feedlots are current 
and will be friendly for 
near-term cash prices, the 
analysts said. Near-term 
Choice steer prices in 
Omaha will be in the mid-to 
upper -60s, according to 
Greg Schimkat, analyst 
with the Victorio Co. 
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California beef assessment ^ 
law causes mixed reactions 




A new law assessing the sale of live cat¬ 
tle and beef sold in California has drawn 
support from California cattlemen but op¬ 
position from out-of-stato packers con¬ 
tacted by CNS. 

The law requires sellers of live beef cat¬ 
tle in the state to pay a $1,00 per head 
assessment at the time of sale. Howover, 
live beef cattle ahipped into the state are 
exempt unless going directly to slaughter. 

It also requires out-of-Btate packers to 
pay 20* per cwt, on carcass beef, 234 on 
boxed beef and 324 on boned boef shipped 
intotheptate. Additionally, any beof cat- 
tf@‘$fl$!ghtered in tho state will be assess¬ 
ed based on a carcass weight formula.

The American Meat In¬ 
stitute (AMI) and the Na¬ 
tional Meat Assn. (NMA), 
the two largest' groups 
representing U.S. meat 
packers, hove adopted 
-widely differing positions . 
in the debate over revamp¬ 
ing current U.8. beef qual¬ 
ity grades. 

While the institute's beef 
committee decided to en¬ 
dorse several major ele¬ 
ments of USDA's official 
grading proposal, the 
association' s board of 
directors generally opted 
instead for grade standard 
revisions proposed by the 
National ’ Cattlemen's 
Assn. (NCA1. 

The cattlemen’s recom¬ 
mendations differ signi¬ 
ficantly from' the official 
government proposal pub¬ 
lished late last year by 
USDA. However, the two 
proposals both would per¬ 
mit leaner beef to qualify 
for top U.S. quality grades,- 
reports CNS. 

The current U.S. grade 
standards place heavy, em¬ 
phasis on marbling—the 


amount of intramuscular 
fat in meat—in determin¬ 
ing the eating quality of 
beef. Thus t the more mar¬ 
bling, the higher the grade 
the beef receives. Critics 
soy, the amount of rnqrbllng 
In beef ia not necessarily an 
accurate indicator of the 
beef's tenderness or flavor. 
They also argue that the 
emphasis on marbling 
tends to promote the pro¬ 
duction of excessively fet 
beef. 

The cattlemen's propos¬ 
als would create a new U.S. 
Choice grade that would 
encompass all of the beef 
that currently grades 
"Good." 

Howevsr, the NCA re¬ 
commended that beef car¬ 
casses in the lower end of 
its proposed new Choice 
grade—that beef contains 
only a "Slight" amount, of 
marbling—be required to 
pass additional 1 tests to 
qualify for Choice.

Total U.8. cattle num¬ 
bers, as of the first of the 
year, have been estimated 
by USDA to be 115.7 
million head.

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Pork industry faces new

Tho pork industry must 
deal with increasing pres¬ 
sure from those raising 
animal welfare issues, said 
Orville Sweet, executive 
vice president of the Na¬ 
tional Pork Producers 
Council.

Sweet warned that ani¬ 
mal welfare activists are 
engaging in more fund rais¬ 
ing, Groups such as Nat¬ 
ural Opportunities for 
Animal Humanity are 
working on projects de¬ 
signed to heighten public 
emotion and raise funds for 
continued lobbying efforts, 
he said.

The slow growth rate in¬ 
dicated for the cattle herd 
during 1981 was not a sur¬ 
prise to anyone. After two 
years of declining prices 
and increasing costs, few 
were enthusiastic about ex¬ 
pansion. Yet, while slaugh¬ 
ter levels were higher than 
the previous year, they 
ware not high enough to in¬ 
dicate liquidation, says 
Toman. 

A heifer retention rata in¬ 
crease of 8% would initially 
appear to reflect consider¬ 
able Interest in herd expan¬ 
sion. In reality, says the 
specialist, it is most likely a 
reflection of relatively high 
cow slaughter during the 
last part of 1981. With low 
calf prices, many producers 
culled their cow herd a bit 
heavier than they other¬ 
wise might have (the cows 
added more to cash flow 
than the calves would 
have), then held more 
replacement heifers. 

The Increased size of the 
cattle herd will provide in¬ 
creased supplies of beef 
during 1982, and a larger 
calf crop. .

Monfort said. 

Monfort lawyers are talking to other at¬ 
torneys. But whether Monfort will chal¬ 
lenge the law or a group will challenge the 
law is speculation, he said. 

The National Meat Assn, is exploring 
the possibility of legal action against the 
law on the basis it is unconstitutional and 
discriminating, said John Mohay, NMA 
president. The new law is "disruptive and 
destructive,” he said. 

However, the National Livestock and 
Meat Board is pleased the bill was signed 
into law, said Tom McDermott, Meat 
Board communications director. The Meat 
Board's goal is to increase all state check¬ 
off programs to the $1.00 level, he said, 
noting no other state has a $1.00 per head 
check-off. 

Furthermore, a certain percentage of the 
collected funds will help support the Beef 
Industry Council's 1982 advertising cam¬ 
paign, totaling more than $7 million, 
McDermott said. The Meat Board will kick 
off the campaign in April. 

However, Jane Anderson, executive 
manager of the California Beef Council, 
declined to speculate as to the amount of 
money the council will turn over to the 
Meat Board. However, she said an esti¬ 
mated maximum of $2.8 million is ex¬ 
pected to be collected on sales within the 
state, compared with $700,000 last year 
based on a 26* check-off program. 

According to a California Cattlemen's 
Assn, news release, the assessment is ex¬ 
pected to generate an estimated $6 million. 

Presently, however, there is no collection 
apparatus for obtaining the assessment 
Irom out-of-state beef processors, said the 
late George Strathearn, California Depart¬ 
ment of Food and Agriculture director. 
Regulations are being written, he said, but 
no assessments will be made until hear¬ 
ings ere held and the regulations are 
adopted. Strathearn anticipated it would 
Ik 4 months at the earliest before out-of¬ 


stale processors will bo required to pay the 
assessment. 

However, a California supermarket 
chain store spokesman was disturbed by 
the law. The law challenges whether a pro¬ 
duct can flow freely from one state to the 
next, he said. It was passed on the basis 
that the assessment is an immeasurable 
cost to consumers, he said. 

However, "It’s not in the best interests 
of the consumer,” the retailer said. 
Whenever there is an assessment, ulti¬ 
mately the consumer pays, he said. 

Retailers do an adequate job of pro¬ 
moting beef, so producers should figure in 
promotion costs as a cost of doing 
business, the retailers said. Furthermore, 
considering California does not produce 
enough beef to feed its own population, 
one wonders about the law, he said. 

But California Cattlemen's Assn, ex¬ 
ecutive vice president, Bill Sialger 
disagrees. “This bill does not represent a 
tax on the consumer," he said in a news 
release. "It is a necessary cost of business 
if our producers are to stay in business. 
And, since 60% of the beef consumed in 
California is shipped in from outside 
California, it is only fair that out-of-state 
producers be assessed as well to promote 
beef in this state,” he said. 

"California is charging us for the 
privilege of shipping meat to them,” said 
one Idaho meat packer who sends 60% of 
his sales to California. If the assessment 
was part of a national check-off program, it 
would be more fair, the packer said. As it 
stands, many packers are not planning to 
pay the assessment, he said. 

The beef industry needs to promote 
itself and a national advertising campaign 
will increase demand for beBf, the packer 
said. But the present law is an unfair in¬ 
terstate levy, he said. 

Several industry sources contacted said 
the law should prompt other states to 
assess C ali fornia commodities entering 
their states.

1 The 5.1 million acres that would be lost to irrigation by 
2020 is almost one-third of the 1493 million acres now ir¬ 
rigated in the six-state Ogallala corridor. In addition to 
1 losses suffered by Kansas and Texas, Nebraska will lose 
1 1.5 million acres, Oklahoma 330,000, Colorado 260,000 

and New Mexico 224,000. 

Aquifer-rich Nebraska, the study shows, will experience 
a net gain of 5.4 million acres as farmers begin using 
deeper wells for irrigation. The deeper wells will be more 
economical because of higher crop prices. More than 60% 
of the aquifer's wealth—estimated at 1 quadrillion gallons 
(that is a 1 followed by 15 zeros)—is lodted beneath Ne¬ 
braska. 

The story is far different in New Mexico and Texas 
where commercial irrigation began. 

Since World War II, Texas has drained 23% of its 
water-bearing layer and New Mexico 18%, the U.S. 
Geological Survey recently determined. That compares to 
an 8% loss in Kansas, 7% in Oklahoma, 5% in Colorado 
and a negligible drain in Nebraska. 

Experts said the farmland south of Lubbock, Texas 
would be among the first in the region to go. Its under¬ 
ground resources may be largely depleted as early as 
1994, some experts said. But a Texas agriculture depart¬ 
ment official said the groundwater would not be complete-

only if they have at least 
0.3 inch of non-yellow fat 
cover. According to the 
NCA, external fat thick¬ 
ness is an indicator of the 
number of days the beef 
has spent on feed—often a 
more accurate indicator of 
palatability than marbling. 

Although the USD A pro¬ 
posal would lower the 
amount of marbling a car¬ 
cass would need to qualify 
for Choice. It would 
relegate beef with slight 
marbling to the Good grade 
irrespective of fat cover or 
color. USDA said it would 
not support fat thickness 
or color as grading criteria 
because these would add 
greater subjectivity to the 
grading process. 

The USDA proposal 
would olfminnte the current 
Standard grade. Tlius, car¬ 
casses not grading Good or 
better would be graded 
Utility. 

AMI said its beef com¬ 
mittee recently decided it 
would concur with USDA's 
proposal that the Prime 
grade should include beef 
with a moderate degree of 
marbling but that all beef 
With a slight degree of 
marbling should be includ¬ 
ed in the new Choice grade. 

AMI also decided to sup¬ 
port USDA's position that 
fat i covering and the color 
of the fat should not be in¬ 
cluded as grading factors 
for, parcaBBes with slight 
mifbUng. However, AMI 
disagreed with USDA 's 


proposals to use the grade 
Utility to refer to beef in 
the grade below Good. 

AMI elected to support 
tho NCA proposal to re¬ 
quire only one additional 
degree of marbling to offset 
each additional unit of age 
in beef from older cattle. 
These cattle, in the so- 
called "B' 1 maturity range, 
are from 30 to 42 months 
old. USDA proposed re¬ 
quiring the carcasses of 
these cattle to have two ad¬ 
ditional degrees of mar¬ 
bling for each additional 
unit of age in order to 
qualify for the same grades 
as their younger counter 
parts. 

NMA also decided to op¬ 
pose USDA's proposal for 
a two-to-one marbling-to- 
age requirement for cattle 
in die "B” maturity range.

Financially troubled In¬ 
ternational Harvester 
recently announced plena 
to lay off an additional 
4,950 employeea and put 
two component manufac¬ 
turing plants up for sale.

A major breakthrough 
development in the freez¬ 
ing of cattle embryos was 
announced recently by Rio 
Vista International, Inc., 
San Antoino, Texas, at the 
8th Annual International 
Embryo Transfer Confer¬ 
ence held at Denver's 
Regency Inn. 

Albert West, III. Chair¬ 
man of Rio Vista, who 
made the announcement 
said that the new process la 
to be called the "Rio Vista 
One-Step.” West explained 
that the "One-Step" is a 
method by which bovine 
embryos, collected from 
valuable donor cows, arc 
frozen individually in a 'A 
cubic centimeter breeding 
straws, stored in liquid 
nitrogen and then at a later 
date thawed and transfer¬ 
red into recipient cows in a 
manner, similar to that pro¬ 
cess currently used to breed 
cows by artificial insemina¬ 
tion. 

This means. West said, 
that embryos can now be 
used to breed cows with the 
same type of personnel and 
equipment involved in 
breeding by artificial in¬ 
semination. 

The potential of this pro¬ 
cess, developed by Dr. 
Stanley Leibo, head of 
research and development 
for Rio Vista, has major 
economic, as well as tech¬ 
nological, significance, 
West Bald. As with all suc¬ 
cessful freezing processes, 
the “Rio Vista One-Step" 
allows for indefinite stor¬ 
age of frozen embryos and 
for inexpensive transport 
of these embryos. 

According to West, the 
‘ ‘One-Step" is the first 
improvement in embryo 
transfer technology which 
has the potential to reduce 


tho cost of tho embryo 
transfer process. "Tho pro¬ 
cess is designed to be 'goof- 
proof' because the embryo 
does not have to bB handled 
or examined during the 
thawing stages, thereby 
eliminating the need for a 
trained embryologist with 
sophisticated equipment to 
be present at the time of 
transfer." West said, “Fur¬ 
thermore, thB new process 
requires less than 26% of 
the time currently needed, 
to prepare frozen-thawed 
embryos for transfer."

This 
should be essentially im¬ 
portant, West noted, in im¬ 
porting and exporting of 
embryos to areas of the 
world where trained em¬ 
bryo transfer personnel are 
at a minimum.

USDA issues bulletin 
for pre-cooked beef 
inspection procedures 


USDA has issued a 
bulletin clarifying manu¬ 
facturing guidelines and in¬ 
spection procedures for 
preparation of pre-cooked 
roBBt beef because of a 
recent outbreak in food ill¬ 
nesses. 

The Food Safety and In¬ 
spection Service guidelines 
(FSIS) include recommen¬ 
dation to group lots of 
similar meat cuts that do 
not vary in weight by more 
than 2 lb. 

The prepared product 
should enter the cooking 


cycle or be chilled to an in¬ 
ternal temperature of 40 
degrees fahrenheit or. less 
with 2 hours of thawing. 
Chilling should begin im¬ 
mediately after the cooking 
cycle is completed. 

FSIS said that an Inspec¬ 
tor should evaluate auto¬ 
matic recording devices 
daily and verify temper¬ 
atures at least twice daily, 
or verify that each lot is 
cooked to an internal 
temperature of 145 degrees 
fahrenheit.

The American Farm 
Bureau Federation (AFB) 
called for the elimination of 
all government-subsidized 
farm commodity programs 
by 1986, when the current 
farm legislation expires. 

' ‘We're Buying we have a 
market system, and let's 
let the market system 
work,” said AFB President 
Robert Delano at a press 
conference recently. 

The recommendation 
could mean the elemination 
of the current farmer-held 
grain reserve, Delano said. 
If the eupply/demand 
situation was balanced, 
“conceivably we would not 
need a farmer-held (grain) 
reserve by 1986," reports 
GNS. 

To accomplish that, the 
AFB called for a ■ 15% 
voluntary acreage reduc¬ 
tion program in wheat, feed 
grains, cotton and rice. 

The AFB, which- com¬ 
pleted its annual meeting, 
also supports funding of 
the Commodity Credit 
Corp. revolving export 
credit fund, which wae 


authorized in the 1981 
Farm Act. The group also 
supports legislation that 
would allow export-68.0946 
bank funds to be available 
for financing farm exports. 

Delano told reporters he 
thought the revolving fund 
would receive some appro¬ 
priations this year, but was 
uncertain whether suffi¬ 
cient funding would be 
allocated. Funds of $3 to $6 
billion to begin tha fund 
would likely be sufficient, 
he said. 

Hie farm group presi¬ 
dent urged strong legisla¬ 
tion be enacted this year to 
improve farmers market¬ 
ing/bargaining power. 

AFB also called for “long 
overdue” reforms in the 
federal food safety laws, 
calling the Delaney 
Amendment a law which 
"in light of modern 
technology, calls for in¬ 
creasingly unrealistic 
restraints on the use of all 
additives shown to cause 
cancer in laboratory 
animals.

Pollution levels low on 
cattle wintering ranges 


Pollution need not be a 
major problem when beef 
cattle are overwintered on 
irrigated grassland, Uni¬ 
versity of Idaho scientists 
have concluded. 

A research team studied 
the pollutants contained in 
run-off water coming from 
hay fields where range cat¬ 
tle spent the winter in 9emi- 
confinoraent. Water sam¬ 
ples were analyzed . for 
bacteria counts, chemical 
components and sediment 
;rncentrations. 

The four-year study un¬ 
covered little evidence of 
pjrious pollution in plots 
Jtocked at the usual rate of 
four head per acre, 

John B. Dixon, UI agri¬ 
cultural engineer, said 
[avela of pollutants were 
higher iti run-off water 
from, stocked at four times 
the usual rate. “However, ‘ 


pollutant losses from 
cattle-wintering operations 
seem low when compared 
with the pollutant losses 
from beef cattle feedlot 
operations, 11 he said. 

Dixon presented the 
results of the four-year 
study at the winter meet¬ 
ing of the American Socie¬ 
ty of Agricultural Engi- 
neers, in Chicago. 

He said the study was a 
pioneering attempt to pro¬ 
vide quantitative measure¬ 
ment of pollutant losses 
from land used to winter 
rangeland cattle. 

Working with Dixon on 
the research project were 
three UI scientists, bacter¬ 
iologist A J. Ltngg, animal 
scientist D.D. Hinman and 
soil scientist D.V. Naylor, 
and also G.R. Stephenson 
of Boise, USDA geologist.

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President Reagan's hold 
on the political loyalties of 
farmers and ranchers will 
be put to a severe test in 
the next 12 months. 

It will be make or break 
for the Reagan administra¬ 
tion down on the farm. A 
severe winter, dislocated 
national economy, infla¬ 
tions, high interest rates 
and other irritants are pil¬ 
ing up new woes. 

“There simply must be 
more good news coming 
faster for farmers, 1 ' says a 
veteran Washington ob¬ 
server. “Yes, President 
Reagan has things moving 
—but much, much too slow¬ 
ly.” 

Fifty years ago a farmer 
fed 11 people from a 145 
acre farm. Today his grand¬ 
son feeds 78 people, on a 
450 Bpread. But for all his 
vaunted efficiency, today's 
fanner and rancher remain 
on the low end of the eco¬ 
nomic totem pole. 

It is to these concerns 
and others that Congress 
and the administration 
must address themselves 
in 1982. 

"This is gospel—farmers 
are really going to be 
watching things in Wash¬ 
ington, 11 comments one 
farm veteran. The ques¬ 
tion: what will Washington 
do, if anything? 

The American Enterprise 
Institute, a public policy 
research group, reports 
that labor markets, com¬ 
modity markets and finan¬ 
cial markets are showing 
the signs of weakness 
which usually indicate 
lowered inflation. This is 
what farmers have been 
hoping for, for a long timo. 

■ But there is great uncer¬ 


tainty that the trend will 
continue. So far, there 
seems to be little evidence 
of a long-term reversal of 
inflation. This makes any 
Washington activity, or 
lack of it, especially signifi¬ 
cant. 

Two big farm groups arc 
throwing their weight 
behind improved agricul¬ 
tural export programs, as 
one means of solving farm 
woes. They are the Ameri¬ 
can Farm Bureau Federa¬ 
tion, and the Notional 
Council of Farm Coopera¬ 
tives. 

The council leaderslilp is 
calling for strong efforts to 
deal with export subsidies 
that foreign governments 
pay their farmers who sell 


their products in this coun¬ 
try. Those “seriously 
threaten” established U.S. 
markets. MCFC Vice Presi¬ 
dent Robert N. Hampton 
contends that foreign na¬ 
tions also restrict their im¬ 
ports of U.S. products— 
which is unfair and discrim¬ 
inatory.
